Their opinion Is based upon vague 
hints that have managed to get past 
the censor that the full details of the 
raid were not chronicled In the press 
dispatches here Wednesday. 
In view of the hints and the cau­

messages hearing on other matters 
these British residents are now pre 
paring themselves to #?ar that the 
visit of the kaiser's aerial fleet with 
its supply of high explosives resulted 
in terrible loss of life, as well as the 
widespread destruction of property.

alarm any one, at the same time the 
guarded statements that have man 
aged to get through have contained 
intimations of a greater horror than 
any could conceive of.- One rumor 
was that one of th* moat noted of 
London theaters had beeh struck by 
a bomb dropped from one of the Zep^ 
peltns. 
At the hour of the raid the 
theaters were crowded. 
The mere fact, however, that horah* 
were hailed on persons and buildings 
in the vicinity of Trafalgar square 
tells a more sinister story than pages 
of detail could. 
Trafalgar square Is 
the core of London. 
Within a radius 
of a mile are located her greatest of 
flclal and private structures, her pal­ 
ace*, her legislative halls, her thea­ 
ters and hotels. 
The attack was made early in the 
evening, according to newspaper dis 
patches, which tell as broadly as the 
censor permitted of the hosts of men.
